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DEADLINE ,   SUMMER  PROJECTS,  FEBRUARY  10    .    .  . 

February  10  is  the  deadline  for  submission  of  summer  project  applications  by 
school  districts. 

All  school  districts  planning  to  use  their  Fiscal  Year  1968-69  allocations  should 
submit  applications  for  summer  projects  postmarked  not  later  than  February  10. 

Districts  which  have  not  applied  for  their  allocations  by  this  date  will  forfeit 
their  right  to  their  allocations. 


DEADLINE ,  AMENDMENTS,  MARCH  10    ■    ■  ■ 

March  10  is  the  deadline  for  submission  of  amendments  to  all  projects. 

Districts  which  have  not  submitted  amendments  for  all  or  portions  of  their  alloca- 
tions by  March  10  will  forfeit  their  right  to  the  balance  of  their  allocations. 

A  school  district  which  had  applied  earlier  for  a  portion  of  its  allocation  is 
reminded  that  it  may  amend  its  project  to  use  its  full  allocation.  Amendments 
may  be  made  to  extend  services  already  being  offered  under  a  Title  I  project  or 
to  add  summer  activities. 


REALLOCATIONS   .    .  . 

Federal  regulations  specify  that  federal  funds  not  applied  for  or  used  under  the 
provisions  of  ESEA  Title  I  must  be  made  available  and  distributed  among  those 
school  districts  meeting  certain  criteria. 

Any  funds  allocated  to  a  district  that  are  in  excess  of  the  amounts  approved  for 
that  district  must  be  made  available  for  reallocation.     Consequently,   funds  in 
excess  of  those  applied  for  by  a  district  by  the  February  10  or  March  10  deadlines 
will  be  automatically  declared  available  for  reallocation. 

Those  participating  districts  which  demonstrate  that  additional  funds  can  be  effec- 
tively applied  in  accordance  with  statewide  priorities  will  be  eligible  for  these 
reallocated  funds.     Statewide  priorities  will  be  determined  by  the  State  Superin- 
tendent following  an  analysis  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  educationally  deprived 
children.     Authorized  representatives  will  be  informed  of  these  priorities  and  of 
the  district's  eligibility  for  reallocated  funds. 

By  early  April,  priorities  should  be  established  and  authorized  representatives 
should  be  informed.
